Suffer From Chilblains? H ow to Prevent It

First, 
the circulation tends to get bad In 
any peninsula away from the heart, 
which makes the arterial circula­

When another kind of impulse goes 
along these nerves, the muscles of 
the arteries relax, more blood goes 
into them, and the foot gets red 
and hot. 
Impulses Heat and Cold 
The impulses which cause these 
changes are mostly heat and cold, 
and the results are always, under 
normal conditions of health, bene­ 
ficial and protective. 
But some­ 
times the mechanism gets mixed 
up, and impulses without any rec­ 
ognizable 
or 
sensible 
cause 
go 
dow’n to the blood vessels. In one 
of these conditions, which was de­

Raynaud, and is therefore called 
“Raynaud’s disease", the skin on 
the toes, for no conceivable reason, 
at times gets white and cold and 
insensible. 
Attacks of this kind 
prevent j may follow each other at short in­ 
tervals until they become practi­ 
cally continuous, and the blood 
supply is so fully cut off that the 
skin decays from lack of nutri­ 
tion—the condition of gangrene.

W ASHINGTON, Nov. 2 — (UP) 
— The urgent need for $85,000,000 
to finance federal com and other 
commodity loans compelled Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today to revive the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora­ 
tion which was ordered last month 
to liquidate its business. 
In a telegram from Hyde Park, 
N. Y., to Chairman Jesse Jones 
Mr. Roosevelt directed th at the 
R.F.C. provide $85,000,000 to the 
Commodity Credit Corporation for 
loans, principally on com. 
The president explained th at he 
would ask congress on Nov. 15 to 
provide the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration with “ample capital” for 
future needs and with authority 
to raise its own funds for future 
operations. 
“This legislation,” his telegram 
said, “should authorize annual ap­ 
propriations to be made available 
to the corporation to cover any 
im pairm ent of its capital as shown 
by an appraisal of its assets from 
year to year. 
Under 
this 
plan, 
each year’s budget will reflect the 
losses, if any, sustained 
by 
the 
corporation.” 
The president said that the com 
loan drain on federal funds had 
been foreseen in his budget sum­ 
mation pronouncement of Oct. 18. 
The implication was that the loans 
would not increase the net $695,- 
000,000 deficit estimated now for 
this fiscal year which will end 
June SO, 1938. 
Com loans have been expected 
here for some time although the 
budget summation 
of 
Oct. 
18 
seemed to eliminate all sources of 
revenue when it was accompanied 
by a statem ent th at the R.F.C. 
was to be liquidated. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt explained in that statem ent 
th at there were $405,000,000 of un­ 
disbursed commitments on R.F.C. 
books exclusive of certain statu ­ 
tory 
commitments and undertak­ 
ings to supply the Public W orks 
adm inistration 
with 
funds. 
He 
believed some commitments would 
be cancelled by failure of prospec­ 
tive borrowers to m eet stipulated 
conditions. 
“I have determined,” Mr. Roose­ 
velt wrote on Oct. 18, “that no 
further commitments 
should be 
m ade by the Reconstruction Fin­ 
ance Corporation, other than for 
adm inistrative expenses x x x.” 
The telegram to Jones nullified 
th a t order, for the tim e being.
